F or aker has addressed a long letter 
to Murat Halstead of the Cincinnati Co mmer­ 
cia l, in demonstration of his fidelity to Sena­ 
tor Sherman at the Chicago conv ention. The 
letter would fill a column of ou r telegrap hic 
sp ace, but its p resent interest is confined 
chiefly to Ohio p oliticians. 
Foraker says lie 
was disap p ointed by the first ballot, and this 
continued through successiv e ballotiugs, be­ 
cause Sherman was sup p orted only by the

Sherman al­ 
so asked Foraker if he would accep t a nomi­ 
nation as Vice President w ith Blaine. 
F o r­ 
aker p roduces his own telegram in rep ly say­ 
ing he was a candidate for nothiug and would 
accep t nothing w ithout Sherm an’s consent. 
This corresp ondence v ery 
effectually rep els 
the accusation that Foraker acted unfairly 
towards Sherman. 


Martin made a long sp eech in defense of 
the Committee’s rep ort.

Mr. Davis has 
done splendid service for his town. The 
taxation of Rochester, which amounted to 
$14,934.63 in 1887, lie brought down to $11,- 
274.50 Inst venr, the lowest figure that has 
been reached since the war. Mr. Davis is al­ 
so a hard worker for the interests of the 
county, and the tax payers of every town 
will be glad to hear that he is to be returned.

LO! THE POOR INDIAN! 


W hile w hite settlers nre moving dow n up 
on Oklohoma, the g overnment is preparing 
the way for them , and philanthropists are 
urg ing the prior rig hts of the Indians in the 
territory, public inq uiry naturally turns to 
the character and prospects of the Indian 
themselves. 
Fortunately we do not need to 
g o outside of the state of New York for the 
opportunity to g et an estimate of the averag e 
Indian. 
There were in this state in 187 
about 4,707 Indians, distributed upon eig ht 
reservations. 
The most numerous of the 
tribes was the Seuccas, who occupy the Alle 
g any, C attaraug us and Tonawanda rescrva 
tions. 
They numticred 2,481 by the la 
state census, and in 1884 their num bers had 
chang ed to 2,183, besides 225 in the India 
territory and about 200 with the M ohawks in 
Canada. 
T he reservations of the 2.183 Sen 
eeas of 1884 covered 6(5,000 acres, an averag e 
of over 30 acres per Indian, and these posse: 
sions nre am ong the most fertile and favor 
ably located lands in the stale. 
If the w hite 
farm ers of the state were in possession of an 
averag e of 30} acres of g ood tillable lai 
for 
every 
member 
of 
their 
respec 
tivc 
families, 
they 
would 
he 
the 
wealthiest, happiest and most independent 
class of our population. 
They would ask 
nothing of the state in the way of charity 
But the report of the 
State 
T reasurer 
shows 
that 
there 
was 
paid 
out 
for 
the 
benefit 
of these 
“ wards 
the N ation” last year $8,350.92, or nearly $ 
per head, while their lands are ex em pt frarn 
tax ation. 
T here was also paid to the Thom as 
Orphan A sylum , located on the C attaraug us 
reservation, $15,000. 
W eli what is the condition of these Senecas 
the bravest, hardiest and most loyal of all th 
Indian tribes of the Revolution ? 
F or infor 
malion on this point we are indebted to the 
report of the m anag ers of the Thomas A sylum 
which we find in the Buffalo 
Exp ress. 
T his 
report says that “ the condition of the Senecas 
is discourag ing .” 
“ Instead of prog ress wc 
find that they are retrog ressing and have cn 
tered upon a period of decline and decay.’ 
“ The old sloth, improvidence and passion 
for a wild, irresponsible and untram m eled 
life still dom inate their natures, unrelieved by 
that dash of pride and the rug g ed virtui 
which once furnished a title to our respect 
and adm iration.” 
“ They are not q ualified to 
discharg e 
the 
duties 
of 
citizens 
Several 
g enerations 
must 
pass 
away 
before they are fitted to compete w ith w hitt 
men in the daily contests of our complex and 
artificial life. 
They must remain in a slatt 
of tutelag e for a considerable period long er.’ 
The report recommends the release of their 
lands from the overshadowing title of the 
Og don Land Company, and their division 
among the Iudians in severalty, “ with prope 
restrictions as to the power of alienation. 
The latter clause is very sig nificant, 
means that if the Senecas were g iven full 
title to their lands they would sell out, and 
their last state would be worse than their 
first. 
W ith these facts before the country in re 
g iiid to the most intellig ent and most nearly 
civilized Indian tril>e in the United States, 
docs not appear that there is any strong rea 
son for keeping the broad and fertile lands of 
Oklahom a closed to white settlers. T he land 
are to he taken # because they are needed 
There are 60,000,000 white people in the 
United States; there arc only 250,000 Indians, 
or less than the entire population of Rhode 
Island. 
T he Indians will lie property taken 
care o f ; there is not the slig htest reason for 
doubt in this case. 
But they can he provided 
for w ithout allowing them an undue proportion 
of room, and thus stimulating the habit of “ 
wild, irresponsible and untrammeled life, 
the effect of which is a perpetuation of tlieir 
tbriftlessncss. ig norance and savag ery

first effects of Dem ocratic rule were so ruin 
ous that the people “ k ick ed” and took the 
matter into court. 
The tribunal of last resort 
sustained their view of the law,thus restoring 
the control of affairs to those who had a vital 
interest in g ood g overnm ent. 
But the poor 
soldiers found themselves disfranchised. 
The state encam pm ent of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, at its meeting last week,took 
up the q uestion in behalf of the dwellers at 
the Home. 
It did not endorse the views of 
Gov. Hill, or recommend a law to g ive the 
old soldiers a vote at Bath. 
W hat it did 
recommend was that, “ by leg islative enact 
ment, all soldiers, sailors and marines he per 
mitted to vote in the m anner they did while 
in the service, that is, at their homes.” This 
covers the ease of the Soldiers’ Home,and pro 
vides ns well for all ex -soldiers who nre living 
in Asylums and other charitable institutions 
The soldier is not a pauper. 
A law accord 
ing with the recom m endation will permit 
him to send his vote to the place in which he 
resided previous to entering the institution 
and have it counted there. 
This is fair aod 
just, thoug h it m ig ht prevent Gov. Hill from 
carrying the Republican town of Bath,which 
g ave Harrison a m ajority of 242 last fall 
ag ainst 45 for Blaine in 1884, when th 
soldiers were allowed to vote.

LOi THE POOR INDIAN! 


While white settlers are moving down up 
on Oklohomn, the government is preparing 
the way for them, and philanthropists arc 
urging the prior rights of the Indians in the 
territory, public inquiry naturally turns to 
the character and prospects of tlic Indians 
themselves. 
Fortunately we do not need to 
go outside of the state of New York for the 
opportunity to get an estimate of the average 
Indian. 
There were in this stnte iu 1875 
about 4,707 Indians, distributed upon eight 
reservations. 
The most numerous of the 
trilles was the Scuecas, who occupy the Alle­ 
gany, Cattaraugus and Tonawanda reserva­ 
tions. 
They numbered 2,481 by the last 
state census, and in 1884 their Dumliers had 
changed to 2,183, besides 225 in the Indian 
territory aud about 200 with the Mohawks in 
Canada. 
The reservations of the 2.183 Sen­ 
ecas of 1884 covered 66,000 acres, an average 
of over 30 acres per Indian, and these posses 
sions are among the most fertile and favor­ 
ably located lands iu the state. 
If the white 
farm ers of the state were in possession of an 
average of 30J acres of good tillable lar.d 
for 
every 
member 
of 
their 
respec­ 
tive 
families, 
they 
would 
be 
tlic 
wealthiest, happiest and most independent 
class of our population. 
They would ask 
nothing of the state in the way of charity. 
But the report of the 
Slate 
Treasurer 
shows 
that 
there 
was 
paid 
out 
for 
the 
benefit 
of these 
“ wards of 
the Nation” last year $8,350.92, or nearly $2 
per head, while their lands are exempt fr«m 
taxation. 
There was also paid to the Thomas 
Orpbuu Asylum, located on the Cattaraugus 
reservation, $15,000. 
W ell what is the condition of these Senecas, 
the bravest, hardiest and most loyal of all the 
Indian tribes of the Revolution ? 
For infor­ 
mation on this point we are indebted to the 
report of the managers of the Thomas Asylum 
which we find in the Buffalo Express. 
This 
report says that “ llie condition of the Senecas 
is discouraging.” 
“ Instead of progress we 
find that they are retrogressing and have en­ 
tered upon a period of decline and decay.” 
“ The old sloth, improvidence and passion 
for a wild, irresponsible and untrammeled 
life still dominate their natures, unrelieved by 
that dash of pride and the rugged virtues 
which once furnished a title to our respect 
and adm iration.” 
“ They are not qualified to 
discharge 
the 
duties 
of 
citizens 
Several 
generations 
m ust 
pass 
away 
before they are lilted to compete witli white 
men in tlic daily contests of our complex and 
artificial life. 
They m ust remain in a state 
of tutelage for a considerable period longer 
The report recommends the release of their 
lands from the overshadowing title of the 
Ogdon Land Company, and their division 
among the Indians in severalty, “ with proper 
restrictions as to the power of alienation.” 
The latter clause is very significant. 
It 
means that if the Senecas were given full 
title to their lands they would sell out, and 
their last state would be worse than their 
first. 
W ith these facts before the country in re 
gard to the most intelligent and most nearly 
civilized Indian trilie in the United States, it 
docs not appear that there is any strong rea­ 
son for keeping Ihc broad and fertile lands of 
Oklahoma closed to white settlers. Tlie lands 
are to be taken#because they are needed. 
There arc 60,000,000 white people in the 
United States; there arc only 250,000 Indians, 
or less than the entire population of Rhode 
Island. 
The Indians will lie properly taken 
care of ; there is not the slightest reason for 
doubt in this case. 
But they can he provided 
for without allowing them an undue proportion 
of room, and thus stim ulating the habit of “a 
wild, irresponsible aud untrammeled life,'» 
the effect of wnich is a perpetuation of their 
thriftlessness, ignorance and savagery. 


Gov. Hill has made considerable capital 
out of the fact that the inmates of the Sol­ 
diers’ Home at Bath arc not allowed to vote 
in that town. 
It is true that a decision to 
this effect was sustained by the Democratic 
Court of Appeals, hut Mr. Hill has always 
insisted that in some way the Republican 
party was responsible for the denial of the 
privilege. 
The people of Bath did indeed 
object because the voters at the Home were 
sufficiently 
numerous 
to 
hold 
the 
balance 
of 
power, 
and 
since 
the 
establishment has l>ecn under Democratic 
control their votes went to that party, thus 
overcoming the Republican m ajority which 
had always governed both the town and the 
village with prudence and honesty. 
The 
first effects of Democratic rule were so ruin 
ous that the people “ kicked ” and took the 
m atter into court. 
The tribunal of last resort 
sustained their view of the law,thus restoring 
the control of affairs to those who had a vital 
interest in good government. 
But the poor 
soldiers found themselves disfranchised. 
The state encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, nt its meeting last week,took 
up the question in behalf of the dwellers at 
the Home. 
It did not endorse the views of 
Gov. Ilill, or recommend a law to give the 
old soldiers a vote at Bath. 
W hat it did 
recommend was that, “ by legislative enact­ 
ment, all soldiers, sailors and marines he per­ 
mitted to vote in the manner they did while 
in the service, that is, at their homes.” This 
covers the case of the Soldiers’ Home,and pro­ 
vides as well for all ex-soldiers who are living 
in asylums and other charitable institutions. 
The soldier is not a pauper. 
A law nccord- 
w ith the recommendation will permit 
him to send his vote to the place in which lie 
resided previous to entering the institution 
and have it counted there. 
This is fair and 
just, though it might prevent Gov. Hill from 
carrying the Republican town of Bath,which 
gave Harrison a m ajority of 242 last fall, 
against 45 for Blaine in 1884, when the 
soldiers were allowed to vote.

To-day the proceeding taken by the towns 
of Rosendale atrd Olive against John Derren- 
baeheri County Treasurer, on the order to 
show cause why he should not set apart tax 
moneys of the Ulster & Delaware and \\ all* 
kill Valley Railroads to be used as a sinking 
fund to pay town bonds, was subm itted to 
County Judge Kenyon by A, 11. VanBuren, 
pouhsel for tho bonded towns, and A. T. 
Clearwater for the County Treasurer-, 
Mr VuhPdK’tt *aid i 
11 The scope, meaning and effect of the sec­ 
tion of the statute under which this proceed­ 
ing is taken has been settled by the decision 
of the Court of Appeals in the case of Clark 
vs, Sheldon. 106, N, Y., page 104. 
The Court in that ca« e decided • i 
First—T hat the <*xTlotl Wits Constitutional. 
Second—T hat it applied to any municipal 
itv which has bonds outstanding issued un­ 
der any no ) |q aid of Uh) conslfdction of any 
railroad wilhin its borders. 
T hird—The section includes all taxes of 
every description, except school and road 
taxes. 
Fourth—The County Judge has full power 
to compel the Treasurer to execute and com­ 
ply with the provisions of the section. 
Under this section, if the town of Rosen­ 
dale has outstanding bonds which were is­ 
sued to.aid in the consihiclion of the Wall- 
Kin Valley Railroad, and such railroad has 
paid to the County Treasurer any taxes ex­ 
cept road and school taxes upon its assessed 
valuation in the town of Rosendale, and if 
tlie Treasurer has not invested said taxes, or 
used the same as directed by the section,then 
this proceeding cau be maintained. 
It is ad­ 
mitted that the Commissioners of the towu 
who had been duly appointed under the act 
of 1808, made and issued the bonds of said 
town in the sum of $92,800, and that the 
proceeds of the bonds were used in the con­ 
struction of the W nllkill Valley Railroad. 
If it lie claimed that the bonds were ex­ 
changed for stock, and that, therefore, they 
were not issued to aid iu the construction of 
the road, it is a sufficient answer to say that 
the object of their issue was to aid in the con­ 
struction of the road, their proceeds were 
used for such purpose, and could be, under 
the statute, applied to no other object. 
Be­ 
sides the act of ',1869, which contains the sec­ 
tion tindeU Which the proceeding is taken, 
provided that the bonds issued curler that act 
shall lie exchanged for the stock of the road, 
for whose benefit they were issued. 
And it 
certainly will not l>e claimed that if this towu 
had l» een bonded under this act tliat tlie town 
would not be entitled to the taxes paid by the 
road. 
In addition the facts in the case of 
Clark vs. Sheldon are precisely like those in 
the case at bar. 
In tlint ease the bonds of the 
tfovu were exchanged directly for the stock 
of tlie road apd therefore that decision is ab­ 
solutely binding upon the Court in this case. 
It is also adm itted tliat the Treasurer received 
from the W allkill Valley Railroad Company 
as taxes upon its assessed valuation in the 
tow n of Rosendale the sura of $1,453.03 
being the taxes for the year 1887. 
It is also 
admitted that tlie Treasurer has not invested 
or used this money as directed by the statute 
or made any attem pt to comply with its pro 
visions. 
The town, therefore, is entitled 
to 
the order 
of 
the 
Court 
directing 
the Treasurer to carry out said section. 
It is 
no auswer for the Treasurer to say that tlie 
Board of Supervisors appropriated this money 
to County purposes, or that he paid out the 
same by direction of the Board of Super 
visors. 
The cases hold tliat this money nevei 
came into the hands of the Treasurer for any 
other purpose than to be invested according 
to the provisions of this act, and neither he, 
or tlie Board of Supervisors, or officials of 
the town, had any right, whatever, to use 
this money for any other purpose than that 
specified in the statute. 
In other words, the 
action of the Board of Supervisors is no de 
lensc to the T reasurer for tlie simple reason 
that they had no right to take such action. 
The refusal of the Treasurer to set aside these 
moneys was an unreasonable refusal and 
neglect, for the reason that where a state of 
facts existed under which it is the duty of a 
public official to perform an act,his refusal to 
perforin it is an unreasonable refusal. 
And 
besides, notice in this case was served upon 
the Treasurer shortly after he received these 
taxes and his refusal after such notice cer­ 
tainly was unreasonable. 
The fact that this 
litigation involves, or may involve a large 
amount of money has nothing whatever to 
do 
with 
this 
case. 
The 
bonded 
towns built and constructed the railroads 
which run through them. 
It was their 
money which created this additional property 
of which the County has had the benefit for 
a long series of years; and it is but simple 
justice that the tax payers of these towns 
having paid their mouey, built and construct 
ed these roads, should now receive the bene 
tit of this act which was passed for the ex 
press purpose of indemnifying them to some 
extent for the money they had so expended.’ 
Mr. VanBuren cited a large num ber of au 
thorities and spoke at length upon them . 
Mr. Clearwater said: "T he questious pro 
sented iu the cause at bar are radically dif­ 
ferent from those passed upon by tlie General 
Term or by the Court of Appeals. 
T he dif­ 
ferences are not technical, but are difference 
upon the m erits 
The act of 1869 upon 
which 
the 
petitioners 
rely, 
and 
base 
their 
dem and, 
that 
the 
County 
Judge 
make the 
order 
prayed 
for, 
provides 
that 
all 
taxes, 
except 
school 
and 
road taxes, collected for the 30 years follow 
ing the passage of the act, or so much there 
of as may be necessary in any town, village 
or citv on the assessed valuation of any rail­ 
road in such town, village or city for which 
such town, village or city has issued bonds to 
aid in tlie construction of such railroad 
should be paid over to the Treasurer of the 
County in which such town, city or village 
is, and that it is the duty of the Treasurer 
with 
money 
arising 
from 
such 
taxes, 
to 
purchase 
the 
boeds 
of 
such 
town, village or city and to cancel the same. 
It is nol contended that tlie bonds issued by 
the towns of Rosendale and Olive were issued 
in pursuance of this act,hut it is claimed that 
the decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
matter of the petition of Clark vs. Sheldon 
determines that any bonds issued to aid in the 
construction of a railroad comes w ithin the 
provisions of the act. 
The cases at Bar, 
however, are not of the same character as 
that. 
In that case the bonds were issued 
to 
a id in th e co n stru ctio n o f tlw ra ilro a d 
. 
The 
itonds issued by the tow n of Rosendale were 
issued by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 
880 of the Laws of 1866, which provided a 
complete scheme of liquidation. 
It was pro­ 
vided by that act nnd by the am endatory act 
of 1868 that the commissioners appointed to 
represent tlie town should execute and dis 
pose of tlie bonds on such terms as they 
should deem most advantageous for the town, 
nnd that tlie money so raised should he in­ 
vested in the stock of the railroad and the 
money applied and used in the conslruction 
of the road and its appurtenances.” 
“ Th e b o n d s were n o t issu ed , th erefo re,to a id 
in th e co n stru ctio n o f th e ro a d with o u t eq u iva ­ 
len t p a ssin g to th e to wn , b u t th e to wn b eca me 
th e o wn er o f th e sto ck o f th e ra ilro a d to th e 
a mo u n t a n d va lve o f th e b o n d s issu ed b y it. 
The acts of 1866 and 1868 further provide 
that dividends arising from the stock so pur­ 
chased or so m uch thereof as shall be neces­ 
sary, shall be received by tlie Railroad Com­ 
missioners of the town, and by them applied 
to the paym ent of the interest which shall 
from time to time accrue upon the bonds, 
nnd the Commissioners are authorized, at the 
m aturity of the bonds, to sell the stock and to 
use the money in the cancellation of the 
Itonds. 
Here, then, is au entire scheme of is­ 
sue aud of paym ent, and the Legislature hav­ 
ing provided this plan for the purchase of 
stoca and the redemption of bonds, and hav­ 
ing never by any subsequent action super- 
ceded this scheme of liquidation, it still holds 
good, and affords the only remedy open to 
the to wn. 
It is no answer to this proposition 
to say that by the foreclosure of the m ortgage 
executed by the road upon its property the 
sto ck of the to wn has beco me worthless, fo r 


there is ne legislative proliihilion to the towns 
making themselves whole by the purchase 
and operation of the road. 
If because ot 
this failure of enactment the town suf­ 
fers, that is a m atter for legislative action m 
the future) for a neglect of legislation for 
which tho non-bonded towns arc not resnom 
sible. 
They should in no way suffer. 
I hat 
Ibis is the case is still uipre clearly emphasized 
lit the jh’ovjsioiis df GlLipter 7fl‘3 of the Law's 
of 1870, the passage of which would have 
been entirely unnecessary had it been the in­ 
tent of the Legislature to extend the relief ol 
the net of 1869 to the towns bonded under the 
acts of 1866 aud ’68. 
The aet of 18t0 pro­ 
vides that within 10 years from the date of the 
bonds issued by the towns bonded along the

The Board of Supervisors is the body charged 
by law with tlie levy of taxes. No other body 
is clothed with tliat prerogative. 
The Super­ 
visors of the towns of Rosendale and Olive 
are a necessary part of the Board, and for 19 
years they steadily voted for the appropria­ 
tion of the taxes paid by these railroads to 
other purposes than to the payment of the 
lionds issued by their respective towns. 
Not 
only was this a waiver of the statutory right 
of the town, if any such right existed, but 
such votes operated in law as an estopple 
upon the town and its representatives, and 
they are therefore barred from m aking or en­ 
forcing this claim, even assuming that the act

and of;lK79>.;- A third answer*to the prayer 
of tlie petitioners is that it charges unseason­

The County Treasurer is simply a minister­ 
ial officer charged by law with the custody 
of the taxi* raised by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors,and with their disbursement in accordance 
with tlie direction of the Board. The present 
County Treasurer has sworn that lie lias dis 
bursed these moneys exactly as the Board of 
Supervisors directed.

The use of flesh meat as also of eggs 
and white meats, is permitted at every meal 
on the Suridnyp df f*» m, (Trfd at the principal 
meal on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday,- itnd 
Saturday.

Second. The use of white meats is allowed 
every day in Lent at the evening collation, 
and also at the principal meal on the days on 
which the use of flesh meat is forbidden. 
Third. A small piece of bread, with a cup 
of coffee, tea. or thin chocolate may lit taken 
in the morning. 
Fourth. W here the principal meal cannot 
be taken at noon the order may be inverted— 
the collation taken in the morning and din­ 
ner in the evening. 
Fifth. Dripping and lard may lie used in 
tlie preparation of the kinds of food which 
are perm itted. 
Sixth. On Sunday there is neither fast nor 
abstinence, but fish cannot be used w ith flesh 
meat at the same meal at any time during 
Lent.

To-day the proceeding taken by the towns 
of Rosendale anu Olive «gainst John Derrcn- 
bacher» County Treasurer, on the order to 
show cause why he should not set apart tax 
moneys of the Ulster & Delaware and Wnll- 
kill Valley Railroads to be used as a sinking 
fund to pay town bonds, was submitted to 
County Judge Kenyon by A. H. VanBuren, 
coutisel for the bonded towns, and A. T. 
Clearwater for the County Treasurer; 
Mr; VahFfiVeh Said 1 
“ Tile scope, meaning and effect of the sec­ 
tion of the statute under which this proceed 
iDg is taken has l>een settled by the decision 
of the Court of Api»eals in the case of Clark 
▼s. Sheldon. lOtl, N. Y.. page 104. 
The Court in lhat ct»*e decided » 
First—That the scctloU WAs iVmsliuitioual. 
Second—1 hat it applied to any municipal­ 
ity whiclx.Iqis bonds outstanding..issued un­ 
der any acj hj aid of the ctínstfüction of any 
railroad within its borders. 
T hird—The section includes all taxes of 
every description, except school and road 
taxes. 
Fourth—The County Judge lias full power 
to compel the Treasurer to execute and com 
ply with the provisions of the section. 
Under this section, if the town of Rosctt 
dale has outstanding bonds which were is 
sued to.aid in the eohsthiclion of the Wall 
Rill Valley Railroad, and such railroad has 
paid to the County Treasurer any taxes ex­ 
cept road nnd school taxes upon its assessed 
valuation in the town of Rosendale, nnd if 
the Treasurer lias not invested said taxes, or 
used the same as directed by the section,then 
this proceeding eau be maintained. 
It is ad­ 
mitted that the Commissioners of the towu 
who had been duly appointed under the act 
of 1808, made and issued the bonds of said 
town In the sum of $92,800, and lhat the 
proceeds of the bonds were used in the con 
struction of the W allkill Valley Railroad 
If it lie claimed that the bonds were ex 
changed for stock, and that, therefore, they 
were not issued to aid in the construction of 
the road, it is a sufficient answer to say that 
the object of their issue was to aid in the con­ 
struction of the road, their proceeds were 
used for such purpose, and could be, under 
the statute, applied to no other object. 
Be 
sides the act of ’,1869. which contains the sec 
tion lindel Ahich the proceeding is taken 
provided that the bonds issued under that act 
shall lie exchanged for the stock of the road, 
for whose benefit they were issued. 
And it 
certainly will not lie claimed that if this towu 
had lieen bonded under this act that the town 
would not be entitled to the taxes paid by the 
road. 
In addition the facts in the case of 
Clark vs. Sheldon arc precisely like those in 
the case at bar. 
In that case the bonds of the 
tbwn were exchanged directly for the stock 
of the road apd therefore that decisipn is ah 
solutely binding upon the Court in this case 
It is also admitted that the Treasurer received 
from the Wallkill Valley Railroad Company 
as taxes upon its assessed valuation in the 
town of Rosendale the sum of $1,453.03 
being the taxes for the year 1887. 
It is also 
admitted that the Treasurer lias not invested 
or used this money as directed by the statute 
or made any attempt to comply with its pro 
visions. 
The town, therefore, is entitled 
to 
the order 
of 
the 
Court 
directing 
the Treasurer to carry out said section. 
It is 
no answer for the Treasurer to say that the 
Board of Supervisors appropriated this mom 
to County purposes, or that he paid out the 
same by direction of the Board of Super 
visors. 
The cases hold that this money nevei 
came into the hands of the Treasurer for any 
other purpose than to be invested according 
to the provisions of this act, and neither lie, 
or the Board of Supervisors, or officials of 
the town, had any right, whatever, to use 
1 his money for any other purpose than thu 
specified in the statute. 
In other words, the 
action of the Board of Supervisors is no de 
tense to the Treasurer for the simple reason 
that they had 110 right to take, such action. 
The refusal of the Treasurer to set aside these 
moneys was an unreasonable refusal and 
neglect, for the reason that where a state of 
facts existed under which it is the duty of a 
public official to perform an act,his refusal to 
perform it is an unreasonable refusal. 
And, 
besides, notice in this case was served upon 
the Treasurer shortly after he received these 
taxes and his refusal after such notice etr 
tainly was unreasonable. 
The fact that this 
litigation involves, or may involve a large 
amount of money has nothing whatever to 
do 
with 
this 
case. 
The 
liondcd 
towns built and constructed the railroads 
which run through them. 
It was their 
money which created this additional property 
of which the County has had the benefit for 
a long series of years; and it is but simple 
justice that the tax payers of these towns 
having paid their mouey, built and construct 
ed these roads, should now receive the bene 
fit of this act which was passed for the ex 
press purpose of indemnifying them to some 
extent for the money they had so expended.’ 
Mr. VanBuren cited a large number of au 
thoritics and spoke at length upon them. 
Mr. Clearwater said: “ The questions pre 
sented iu the cause at bar are radically 
dif­ 
ferent from those passed upon by the General 
Term or by the Court of Appeals. 
The dif­ 
ferences are not technical, but are difference 
upon the merits 
The act of 1869 upon 
which 
the 
petitioners 
rely, 
and 
base 
their 
demand, 
that 
the 
County 
Judge 
make 
the 
order 
prayed 
for, 
provides 
that 
all 
taxes, 
except 
school 
and 
road taxes, collected for Ihe 30 years follow 
ing the passage of the act, or so much there 
of as may lie necessary in any town, village 
or citv on the assessed valuation of any rail­ 
road in such town, village or city for which 
such town, village or city has issued bonds to 
aid in the construction of such railroad, 
should be paid over to the Treasurer of the 
County in which such town, city or village 
is, and that it is the duty of the Treasurer, 
with 
money 
arising 
from 
such 
taxes 
to 
purchase 
the 
bonds 
of 
such 
town, village or city and to cancel the same 
It is not contended that the lionds issued by 
the towns of Rosendale and Olive were issued 
in pursuauec of this act,but it is claimed th 
the decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
m atter of the petition of Clark vs. She'don 
determines that any lionds issued to aid in the 
construction of a railroad comes w ithin the 
provisions of the net. 
The eases at Bar, 
however, are not of the same character as 
that. 
In that case the bonds were issued to 
aid in the construction of th* railroad. 
The 
lionds issued by the town of Rosendale were 
issued by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 
880 of the Laws of 1866, which provided « 
complete scheme of liquidation. 
It was pro 
vided by that act and by the amendatory act 
of 1868 that the commissioners appointed to 
represent the town should execute nnd dis­ 
pose of the bonds on such terms as they 
should deem most advantageous for the town 
and that the money so raised should be in 
vested in the stock of the railroad and the 
money applied and used in the construction 
of tbe road and Its appurtenances.” 
“ The bonds were not issued, therefore,to aid 
in the construction of the road without equiva­ 
lent passing to the town, but the town became 
the owner of the stock of the railroad to the 
amount and valve of the bonds issued by it. 
The acts of 1866 and 1868 further provide 
that dividends arising from the stock so pur­ 
chased or so much thereof as shall be neces­ 
sary, shall be received by the Railroad Com­ 
missioners of the town, and by them applied 
to the payment of the interest which shall 
from time to time accrue upon the bonds, 
nnd the Commissioners are authorized, at the 
m aturity of the bonds, to sell tbe stock and to 
use the money in the cancellation of the 
lionds. 
Here, then, is an entire scheme of is­ 
sue and of payment, and the Legislature hav­ 
ing provided this plan for tbe purchase of 
stock and the redemption of bonds, and hav­ 
ing never by any subsequent action super- 
ceded this scheme of liquidation, it still holds 
good, and affords the only remedy open to 
the town. 
It is no answer to this proposition 
to say that hy the foreclosure of the mortgage 
executed by the road upon its property the 
stock of tlie town has become worthless, for 


there is ne legislative prohibition to the towns 
making themselves whole by the purchase 
and operation of the road. 
If because of 
this failure of enactment the town sut- 
fers, that Is a m atter for legislative action iu 
the future; for a neglect of legislation for 
which the ncu-bonded towns are not respon 
*ible. 
They should 111 no way suffer. 
That 
fila is tlie case is still more clearly etüphusiZed 
tHe jlrovjsloils c'f Chapter 70‘J qf the Laws 
of 1870, the passage of which would have 
been eutirely unnecessary had it been the in­ 
tent of the Legislature to extend the relief of 
the act of 1869 to the towus bonded under the 
acts of 1866 aud ’68.

vides that within 10 years from tlie date of tnc 
lionds issued by the towns bonded along the 
line of Ihe W allkill Valley Railroad, the 
Railroad Commissioners in each town shall 
irovidc a sinking fund sufficient to pay the 
jonds at m aturity, tb be levied, collected and 
iaid over in the manner provided by tlie act, 
if they cannot purchase the bonds of the 
town tlie funds shall be invested iu the bonds 
of the Stiite, or of any tqwn in the ^ aic'.ilu.n' 
til sueii time us á stitflcíent fund c el.be 
created.

The Board of Supervisors is tholiodv charged 
by law with the levy of taxes. No oilier body 
is clothed with that prerogative. 
Tlie Super­ 
visors of the towns of Rosendale and Olive 
are a necessary part of the Board, and for 19 
years they steadily voted for tlie appropria­ 
tion of the taxes paid by these railroads to 
other purposes than to ihe payment of the 
lionds issued by their respective towns.

only was this a waiver of the statutory right 
of the town, if any such right existed, but 
such votes operated in law as an cstopple 
upon the town and its representatives, and

First. The use of flesh meat as also of eggs 
rid white meats, is permitted at every meal 
011 liie Siiridnyé o’f Jeffi, (tori at the principal 
meal 011 Monday, Tuesday/ T hm sday/ and 
Saturday. 
v 
Second. The use of white meats is allowed 
every day in Lent at the evening collation, 
and also at the principal meal on the days on 
which the Use of flesh meat is forbidden. 
Third. A small piece of bread, with a cup 
of coffee, tea, or thin chocolate may Vt taken 
in the morning. 
Fourth. Where the principal meal cannot 
be taken at noon the order may be inverted— 
the collation taken in the morning and din­ 
ner In the evening. 
Fifth. Dripping and lard may lie used in 
the preparation of the kinds of food which 
are permitted. 
Sixth. On Sunday there is neither fast nor 
abstinence, but fish cannot be used with flesh 
meat at the same meal at any time during 
Lent.

LOI THE POOR INDIAN! 


W hile white settlers are moving down up 
on Oklohnmn, Hie governm ent is prcpnring 
the way for them , anil philanthropists nre 
urging die prior rights of the Indians in the 
territory, public inquiry naturally turns to 
the character and prospects of the Indians 
themselves. 
Fortunately we do not need to 
go outside of the state of New York for the 
opportunity to get an estimate of the average 
Indian. 
There were in this state iu 1875 
about 4,707 Indians, distributed upon eight 
reservations. 
The most numerous of the 
tribes wns the Senecas, who occupy the Alle­ 
gan}', Cattaraugus and Tonawanda reserva­ 
tions. 
They uumliered 2,481 by the last 
state census, and in 1884 their numliers had 
changed to 2,188, beside* 225 in the Indian 
territory and aliout 200 w ith the M ohaw ks in 
Canada. 
The reservations of the 2.183 Sen­ 
ecas of 1884 covered 60,000 acres, an average 
of over 30 acres per Indian, and these posses­ 
sions nre among the most fertile nod favor­ 
ably located lands in the state. 
If the white 
farm ers of the state were in possession of an 
average of 80$ acres of good tillable lai d 
for 
every 
m em ber 
of 
their 
respec­ 
tive 
families, 
they 
would 
be 
the 
wealthiist, happiest and most indejM-ndent 
class of our imputation. 
They woald ask 
nothing of the state in the wav of charity. 
But the report of the 
Slate 
Treasurer 
shows 
that 
there 
was 
paid 
out 
for 
the 
benefit 
of these 
“ wards of 
the Nation" last year $8,350.02, or nearly |2 
per head, whiie their lauds are exempt tram 
taxation. 
There was also paid to the Thomas 
Orphan Asylum, located on the Cattaraugus 
reservation, $15,OOO. 
Well what is the condition of these Senecas, 
the bravest, hardiest urn! most loyal of all the 
Indian trilies of the Revolution ? 
For infor­ 
mation on this point we are indebted to the 
refiort of the managers of the Thomas Asylum 
which we (Iud in the Buffalo Express. 
This 
report says that "tile condition of the Senecas 
is discouraging.” 
“ Instead of progress we 
find that they ure retrogressing and have en­ 
tered upon a period of decline and decay." 
“ The old sloth, improvidence and passion 
for a wild, irresponsible and untrammeled 
life still dominate their natures, unrelieved by 
that dash of pride and the rugged virtues 
which once furnished a title to our respect 
and adm iration.” 
“ They are not qualified to 
discharge 
tile 
duties 
of 
citizens. 
Several 
generations 
m ust 
pass 
away 
before they are lit ted to com pete with w hite 
men in the daily contests of our complex and 
artificial life. 
They must remain in a state 
of tutelage for a considerable | griot I longer.” 
The report recommends the release of their 
lnnds from the overshadowing title of the 
Ogden I.and Company, and their division 
am ang the Indiana in severalty, “ with proper 
restrictions as to the |>owcr of alienation.' 
The latter ctau.se is very significant. 
It 
means that if the Senecas were given full 
title to their lands they would sell out, and 
their last state would Is- worse than their 
first. 
W ith these facts tafore the country in re 
gam to the most intelligent and most nearly 
civilized Indian Irik- In the Toited S tabs, it 
does not appair that there is any strong ria 
son for keeping the broad nod fertile lands of 
Oklahoma closed to w hite settlers. The land: 
are to be taken#because they nre needed 
There are 90.000,1)00 white people in the 
United States; there arc only 250,000 Indians, 
or less than the entire population of Rhode 
Island. 
The Indians will lie properly taken 
care o f; there is not the slightest reason for 
doubt in this case. 
But they can lie provided 
for w ithout allowing them an undue proportion 
of room, and thus stim ulating the habit of “ a 
wild, irresponsible and untram meled life, 
the effect of winch is a perpetuation of their 
tbriftlcvmesa, ignorance and savagery.

Mr. Springer, who used his Omnibus bill 
as long as possible to keep the Dakotas, 
W ashington and Montana out of the Union, 
introduced u bill yesterday for the admission 
of Arizona,Idaho aud W yom ing as states,and 
Delegate Joseph introduced a similar bill for 
the admission of New Mexico.

aome territories have got in after waiting with 
their requisite populations for years because 
Democrats feared the effect of their Republi 
ca ii ism upon the late Presidential election, 
the** same Democratic obstructionists arc 
eager to admit as many territories as can rea­ 
sonably be relied upon to give Democratic 
majorities, regardless of population or any 
other condition of fitness.

tions. 
Mr. Springer Is leading a death strug­ 


gle of his parly to recover something from the 
wreck of his scheme to Keep in a territorial con 
dition the great commonwealths which were 
denied their rights as long as his party was 
in power. 
Ile will fail of course. 
The 
several territories will be adm itted by a Re­ 
publican Congress as soon ss they lire en­ 
titled to statehood Without regard to their 
political preferences. 
Idaho and W yoming 
are likely to come in before the close of Gen. 
H arrison’s term. 
New Mexico has the re­ 
quisite population, but it is not American; 
even the election tickets are printed in the 
Spanish language. 
It may lie many years 
tafore Arizona is fit forstntohood. 
Its popu­ 
lation shows no material increase since 1880, 
when it was 40,440, including about 6,000 
Indians and Chinese.

Gov. Hill lins made considerable capital 
out of the fai t that Hie inmates of Hie Sol­ 
diers’ Home at Balli nre not allowed to vote 
in that town. 
It is (rue that a decision to 
this effect was sustained by the Democratic 
Court of Appeals, but Mr. Hill has always 
insisted that in some way the Republican 
party was responsible for the dental of the 
privilege. 
The people of Bath did indeed 
object because the voters at the Home were 
sufilciently 
numerous 
to 
hold 
the 
balance 
of 
power, 
and 
since 
the 
establishment 
has l>ecn under Democratic 
control their votes went to that party, thus 
overcoming the Republican m ajority which 
had always governed both the town and the 
village with prudence and honesty. 
The 
first effects of Democratic rule were sa ruin 
ous that the people “ kicked” and took Hie 
m atter into court. 
The tribunal of last resort 
sustained their view of the law ,thus restoring 
the control of affairs to those who had a vital 
interest iii good government. 
But the poor 
soldiers found themselves disfranchised. 
The state encampment of the Grand Army 
of Hie Republic, nt its meeting last week,took 
up the question in talinlf of the dwellers at 
the Home. 
It did not endorse the views of 
Gov. Hill, or recommend a law to give UK- 
old soldiers a vote at Bath. 
W hat it did 
recommend was that, “ by legislative enact 
Blent, all soldiers, sailors and marines ta* per­ 
m itted to vote in the manner they did while 
in the service, that is, at their homes.” 
This 
covers the case of Hie Sol.liers’ Home, and pro 
vidc*s ns well for all ex soldiers who are living 
in asylums and other charitable institutions. 
The soldier is not a paujier. 
A law accord­ 
ing with the recommendation will permit 
him to send his vote to tile place in which he 
resided previous to entering the institution 
and have it counted there. 
This is fair and 
just, though it m ight prevent Gov. Hill from 
carrying tile Republican town of B ath,which 
gave Harrison a m ajority of 242 last fall, 
against 45 for Blaine in 1884, when the 
soldiers were allowed to vote
